Mounted state police ,in their 


gray uniforms and helmets, and full 
cartridge belts around their waists, 
rode thru the streets. 


Everyone was kept moving. Crowds 


•were not permitted to gather. From 
the plants came word that men were 


' returning to work in constantly in- 


creasing numbers. 
The steel 
com- 


panies regarded the situation as ex 
ceedingly favorable, but the tenseness 


' of the big struggle that is being wag- 


ed hung over the Valley. 


Meanwhile the strikers are hoping 


lor aid from Washington in the fight 
they have now begun against the act- 
ions of th« state police and denial of 
right of free speech and assemblage 
under the proclamation issued by lo- 
cal 
authorities.

The greatest speculation was arous- 


ed today by the announcement

a subcommittee of the steel men had
